A perusal
of the preface and introduction will give the
reader an adequate idea of the industry, lenrn-
ing, and ability that have been brought to
bear in the preparation of a work that is
certainly superior to anything of the kind
that has ever been published in the English
language. Dr. Thomas has prodnced a die-
tionary and not an encyelopedia, and his
biegraphies are necessarily brief. They pre-
sent all essential facts, however, and in re.
gard to distinguished personages they are very
complete; while in all cases where it in pos-
sivle references ere made to authorities from
which more elaborate information ean be ob-
tained. This Dictionary is credilable alike
to the compiler and to the publishers, and
the latter have done their part by putling il

before the public in a style of elegance suited |

to its value and impertance,
